SMITH DECLARES 
PARTY MUST WIN 


Two Men Pose for Pic- 
tures After Winning 
Fight for Nomination of 
Lehman as Governor.

CONVENTION HALL, ALBANY, 
N. Y., Oct. 4—(UP)—Alfred E. 
Smith, once more the “happy war- 
rior,” in a dramatic reconciliation 
scene with Franklin D. Roosevelt to- 
night made a “fighting speech” to 
urge the New York governor's election 
to the presidency. 

The former governor, estranged from 
his friend, Roosevelt, since the Chi- 
cago democratic convention, mentioned — 
the name of the candidate. who sat, 
broadly grinning. two feet behind him, 
only once. But he did urge the elec- 
tion of the democratic ticket. and 
he did it after one of the most scath- 
ing criticisms of the republican admin- 
istration yet.made by any campaign 
orator. 

The recoeciliation scene came .at 
the close of a day that found Roose- 
velt and Smith fighting on the same 
side of a bitter controversy—the 
nomination of Lieutenant Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman, for governor, 
And the combined forces of the two 
leaders were successful, for Lehmas 
was nominated by acclamation tonight, 
after Tammany’s rebellion against 
him had been crushed. ; 

Smith’s address followed a scene 
of intense drama, when the two men 
met, for the first time since Smith 
returned, a sullen, beaten man, from 
Chicago, on the platform of the par- 
ty's state couvention. 

The governor, seated on the plat- 
form while the great crowd cheered 
him thunderously, was waiting for 
Smith's appearance to nominate Her- 
bert H. Lehman, a mutual friend, for 
governor. 

Smith strode across the platform, 
grinning, and extended his hand to 
the governor. 

“How are you, you old potato?” was 
his characteristic greeting, as he near- 
ly wrenched the governor's arm in a 
powerful clasp. 

“I’m glad to see you, Al.” said the 
governor feelingly, while the crowd 
burst into a delirium of enthusiasm. 
The outburst of cheering, stamping, 
whistling and howls of glee lasted for 
10 minutes, while the convention of-

| Tokyo Decides Lytton Re- 


port Not Sufficient Rea- 
son for Altering Course. 


TOKYO, Oct. 4.—(4)-—The cabinet 
decided today that the Lytton conimis- 
sion’s report on Manchuria to the 
League of Nations did not constitute 
cause to alter its Manchurian policy. 
A cardinal point of that policy is 
the separation of Manchuria from 
China and the maintenance of the in- 
dependent state of Manchukuo, which 
the Japanese assisted in creating, to 
replace the old regime, owing alle- 
giance to Nanking. 

General Sadao Araki, the minister 
of war, Jed th criticism of the Lytton 
report at the cabinet meeting. 

The report was merely “a diary of 
a fortnight’s journey through Man- 
churia,” the war minister said, and 
it showed an inability to grasp the 
fundamentals of the problem. He de- 
clared it was unworthy of the serious 
attention of Japan. Several other min- 
isters joined in the attack on the 
League document. 

The cabinet meeting came after a 
foreign office spokesman had inform: 
ed the vernacular newspapers that 
Japan saw a close connection between 
the publication of the Lytton report, 
Secretary of State Henry L. Stimson’s 
speech at Philadelphia last Saturday, 
and the concentration of the United 
States navy in the Pacific. 

The spokesman asserted the Stimson 
speech, which was a resume of fcreign 
relations under President Hoover, 
was a mennce to good relations be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 
The secretary praised the American 
policy adopted during the Manchu- 
rian crisis Jast winter, emphasizing 
especially the declaration that the 
United States would not recognize ter- 
ritorial changes brought about by 
force.

“None of the five ranking clubs in 
the league will ever. be able to buy or 
trade with me for a player as lorg as 
I’m a manager.” 

In his office at Shibe park, Connie 
explained his stand on. this -question 
by saying the leading clubs “are al- 
way well supplied with players,” and 
added “that’s as strong as I'd want to 
see them.” 

Then he kept a promise to explain 
his surprise sale of Al Simmons, 
Jimmy Dykes and “Mule” Haas to the 
Chicago White Sox, a deal announced 
last week m New York. Financial 
reasons, he said, were respousible “in 
a way’ for the sale, 

“We went into the red, heavily,’ 
he said. “We had one of tne highest 
salaried clubs in the league, including 
even the Yankees with Bate Ruth's 
$75,000, and. our attendance figures» 
were far below those of last year.” 

“[T feel also that I've oeen a fail- 
ure—not in playing results, but finan- 
cially,” he added.
